79 and 80 stand pending in the application. Claims 1, 2, 29, 31, 33, 34, 38, 39, 40, 45, 47, 
49, 50, 55, 56, 64, 65, 66, 78, 79 and 80 stand withdrawn from consideration by the 
Examiner. Only claims 10-12 stand under consideration in this Office Action. Claims 
10-12 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph. Claims 10-12 stand rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) and 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being anticipated by Hyldig-Nielsen et 
al. (US 5,985,563). No claim stands allowed. 

II. FORMAL MATTERS
